We can detect breedinggrounds 
by searching for their larvie, ; If the dangerous 
mosquitos prove to be confined to the genus 
Anopheles, the prablem will be much simplified, 
and it will be advisable to declar war against 
the whole genus, The larvae of this genus can 
be distinguished by any intelligent European 
by the fact that they float dat on the surface of 
the water, and the adults can be generally 
distinguished by their having spotted wings, 
In order to obliterate pools which breed 
dangoroua mosquitos, they must be filled up or 
drained away, “As 1 have sabk! mosquitos 
scarcely ever breed in large bodies of water,

‘These bars 
weigh 1oounces cach, nd are beautifully mould- 
ed and polished ; they contain less than 1,002 of 
alloy, and are certilied by stamps impressing 
the name of the importing Bank in English and 
native characier and soine other marks, ‘The: 
persons alluded to have been in the habit of 
melting down these bars and remoulding them 
with added alloy, and ‘re-stamping them? in 
imitation of the original bars, The  typro- 
duced bars would, probably, not deceive any 
focal dealers, but the gentle Burman, who 
has w great partiality for the yellow metal, 
appears to Have entered the (rap most con- 
vhmently, and has taccepted these bars on the 
fice value toa large extent. The profit to the 
false cginers is said to have amounted to about 
8 annas pet tola, or rather more than two per 
cent, and their operations have naturally inter- 
fered toa considerable extent with legitimate
